Official Bulletins—Praying for the Pres- 
ident’s Recovery—One oi Gar- 
field’s Bright Days. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONG BRANCH, September 15.—The Presi- 
dent really seems to be gaining some in 
strength. He eats a good deal and assimilates 
his food. His attendants think they see a 
gain in flesh and strength, and express them- 
selves as certain that there has been no loss 
of either by yesterday’s trouble. He turns 
his head freely about, uses his arms and 
bands and helps his nurses when they are 
turning him: The improvement in the Pres- 
ident’s condition and the break in the tem- 
perature immediately followed one of the 
baths of alcohol and water,of which the Pres- 
ident is very fond. The cough,which was 
so very distressing and which gave 
the President sv much annoyance from the 
constant hacking,hus greatly softened and re- 
sembles the cough Which accompanies the 
breaking up of acold. Itis loosened, and 
while large quantities of pblegm are still ex- 
pectorated, it no longer causes pain,hbut gives 
relief. The surgeons now admit that they 
bave greatly feared that the lung complica- 
tion Was in fact a pus cavity, or abscess. They 
now maintain, however, thatthe duliness in 
the lung is entirely due to the liver, which on 
account ofthe President’s recumbent position 
extends aconsiderable distance under the ribs 
On that side the dull {surface is not extend- 
ing. This fact, they claim, comprises their 
theory that the trouble is notin the Jung it- 
self. It was not until yesterday, however, 
that they were definitely convinced that this 
trouble was not withthe lungs. The first 
dullness appeared three weeks ago and has 
continued to this time. It is learned that the 
qualification in MacVeagh’s hopeful dispatch 
last night to the effect that the lung trouble 
will cause serious anxiety for some 
days was only inserted with the 
reluctanct consent of the doctors, 
and in spite of the protests 
of Swain and Rockwell. Finally the doctors 
said thatit might go. The incident serves to 
illustrate the extremely cautious manner in 
Which the bulletins are handled and shows 
how no dangerous symptoms are mentioned 
untilit is absolutely necessary. Since the 
President arrived at Long Branch he has 
been givenextraordinury doses of quinine. 
Ove day he was given neariy thirty grains. 
He has also been given large doses of brandy, 
full drinks infact. This treatment was evi- 
dently desiened for the lungs, and although 
the doctors think the malaria symp- 
toms have disappeared, the qui- 
nine is being administered as a 
tonic. Cnt of those in attendance, notwith- 
standing the improved condition of the Pres- 
ident, expresses the fear that the President 
is troubled with chronic pyemia; that while 
the immediate trouble in the lung may have 
been averted,the blood poison may develop 
itself in another place. Dr. Bliss is nowcon- 
fident that the bullet has encysted. He says: 
‘“T think the ball is entirely isolated. The 
wound seems to be healed for three anda 
half inches from the bottom. We can only 
insert the catheter nine inches.’? Now the 
track of the bullet from the  orig- 
inal opening to where the ball now 
lavs is 18%< inehesin length from the point of 
entrance, and from the curve described by 
the bullet to the present artificial opening 
the distance is six inches. This is all closed 
up. From the artificial opening to the bul- 
let the track is 12‘ inches, and as the cathe- 
ter can only be made to penetrate nine inches 
the supposition is that three and a half inches 
of the track nearest the ball has healed. I 
think there is no question thatthe bullet is 
encysted. If it was net and the track 
was open the bullet would make 
trouble. If it was not eneysted and the 
track was healed, the ball would occasion a 
local irritation, which would result in the 
formation of another pus cavity with a con- 
sequent rise in temperature. J.P.

In an Invalid Chair. 

ELBERON, September 13.—At 11 a. m. the 
President sent for the surgeons, and Drs. 
Hamilton, Bliss and Boynton hurried over, 
creating s@me alarm by their rapid move- 
ments. The surgeons were in the cottage 
but about fifteen minutes, when they emerged. 
Dr. Hamilton said that the President, being 
very desirous to be moved from the bed into 
an invalid’s chair and feeling strong enough to 
stand the change, had sent for the doc- 
tors to have it made. They deemed 


it safe and lifted him into the chair where!he 
now sits ina reclining position, enjoying the 
change of position very much. 


Convalescent, Says Bliss. 

LONG BRANCH, September 13.—The Presi- 
dent’s conditioin continues favorable. Noill 
effects are being experienced from his being 
placed in his reclining chair,and there was no 
change in the pulse or temperature 
in consequence of his removal from the bed 
and back again. The President enjoved the 
change. He was placed in a position com- 
manding a full view of the ocean, and elevat- 
ed to an angie about 45 degrees. 
He was removed to his bed 


at his own request, not because he was tired, 
but because he considered it best not to over- 
do the matter. The febrile rise 
was scarcely perceptible last night, and 
what little there was continued until 
the morning dressing, which accounts for the 
temperature noted inthe morning bulletin. 
Dr. Bhss still maintains that the President 
is convalescent, and that there ‘are 
no indications of blood _ poisoning. 
He holds’ the lung complication is 
eradually passing away “and does not appre- 
hend any furthertrouble fromit. He says 
the existence of the trounle in that 
organ has been known by the surgeons 
for several weeks past and the crisis came on 
Sunday, which day he Virtual- 
ly Jost by not making any gain. Since 
then, however, he nis improved. 


His Condition Favorable. 

ELBEROX, September 13.—The President 
was alloweu.to remain inthe invalid chair 
thirty-five minutes, and was lifted back to his 
bed at 11:50a.m. There were no ill effects 
from the change of position. The physicians 
say thev will allow him to sit in the chair at 
least once a day so Jong as the present favor- 
able condition continues. The President 
feels convinced that he is growing stronger, 
and is much gratified that the results justi- 
fied the judgment of his ability to stand the 
change when he re quested. 


Praying for the President. 

BRIDGEPORT, CONN., September 13.—In 
accordance with the request of Governor 
Barton, the day has been set apart for prayer 
for the recovery of the President. The day 
was generally observed. A service of prayer 
was hejdin allthe churches. The public 
schools, manufactories and places of business 
closed.

REMARKABLE EXPLOSION. 


Loss of Life and Peculiar Damage In- 
flicted by a Boiler. 


JERSEY CITY, N. J., September 13.—By 
the boiler explosion this morning at Bulman 
& Brown’s dry dock at the foot of Essex 
streets, Captain Decker, of the tug Glad- 
wish, and James Tammany were instantly 
killed and three others fatally injured. The 
boiler was blown 600 feet up Essex street. 
In its course it cut down a lamp post and a 
fire hydrant. Two large trees and two wag- 


ons standing in thestreet were entirely de- 
stroyed. The horse and cart of Jno. Adams, 

which his son, aged 11, was driving were 
struck by the flying boiler. The vehicle and 
horse were literally cut to pieces, and the 
boy’s right leg was severed from his body. 

The cause of the explosion was carelessness.

23, 1824, at Liberty, Ind. He graduated at 
West Point in 1847, served in the war with 
Mexico in 1847-8. He took part in the civil 
war as Colonel of the Rhode Island toree 
months volunteers, and in 1861 was appoint- 
ed Brigadier-General. In tne vear following 
be was promoted to Major-General. He was 
Governor of Rhode Isiand from 1866-71, and 
since then has represented that State in the 
United States Senate.

GOLDSMITH MAID. 


A Chat With Uncle John Decker, Who 
Raised the Famous Trotting Mare. 
Deckertown (N. J.) Cor. of Philadelphia Times. 


About four miles from this place, on one 
of the finest farmsin this wonderfully fine 
section, lives John B. Decker, the founder of 
the village of Deckertown, and known famil- 
iarly as *‘Uncle Johnny B.” Mr. Decker. Is 
the man who raised the famoustrotting mare 
‘*Goldsmith Maid,’’ who was at one time the 
fastest trotting horse in the world and who 
not long ago gave birth to a fine colt at the 
Fashion Stud Farm, near Trenton, this State. 
Mr. Decker is a very pleasant old man, 738 
years old, and told many stories of the Maid’s 
performances when a young colt. 

“That mare,’”’ said he, ‘‘was one of the 
wildest and wickedest pieces of horseflesh 
that ever I saw. Just for a little exercise 
she’d often jump a six-rail fence, gallop up 
and down the big meadow and make a clean 
circuit of the whole farm, jumping every 
fence as she went without a bit of troubie, 
and finally get back with the rest of the 
horses. She was terribly wild in harness, 
and I never drove her, single or double, to a 
light wagon in the four vears I owned her, 
though one of my workmen plowed corn with 
her once for half a day.”’ 

‘The dam of the Maid,’’ continued the old 


farmer, ‘‘was an Abdallah mare, and 
an awful good one at that. She was 
a half-sister to Old Hambletonian, 


and could trot her 2:40 to an _ old-fash- 
ioned road wagon without any apparent 
effort. J bought herofan old hat peddier 
named Vernue, from Plainfield, N.J., who 
always kept good horses and was forever 
trading. The sire of Goldsmith Maid was a 
Hambletonian stallion owned by es J E l- 
. eee 
was afterwards soldtoa man named Alex- 
ander, in Kentucky, where he was Kept 8ole- 
ly for stock purposes. The Maid was foaled 
curing the last week of June, 1857, and was 
always as Wild asa hawk. I never consider- 
ed her fast until one day I went out inthe 
field°with a measure full ofsalt to feed the 
horses. The Maid would not come near me 
to get any salt and I got mad and set the dog 
on her. The way she trotted around that 
field then convinced me there was speed in 
her. Lenjoyed seeing her trot so much that 
I frequently repeated the experiment. She 
was an awtiully fast running mare, too. Ona 
moonlight nights the workmen used to steal 
out and catch the horses and race across the 
meadow tluts. I never knew of this till long 
afterwards, but the men said the Maid inva- 
riably distanced the fifteen or twenty tine 
blooded horses I then bad onthe farm. Taat 
was running, understand, and not trotving. 
Jobn H. Decker, a butcher from Newburg, 
and Tom Bingham, of the same city, came to 
take dinner with me, and wanted to see some 
of my horses. Westarted for the tield with 
some salt and the dog, and I set the dog on 
the Maid the very first thing. She was off like 
the wind, and they were so struck with her 
gait they offered me $300 cash for her. I re- 
fused, but they said they were bound to have 
the horse andtold me to name my price. 
Finally I said I’d take $350, and they handed 
me the money. I hated to sell the mare, and 
yet concluded to let her go because she was 
sougly. They caught herand tied her be- 
hind the wagon, and started home. When 
they arrived at Wenton, William Denton, 
known then as “‘Jersey Bill,’’ who kept hotel 
there, tried to buy her, but thev would not 


sellher. Ashort time afterward they found 
she was 80 ugly they sold to 
‘Jersey Bill’ for $600. The next 


spring: ‘Bill’ sold her to Alden Goidsmith 
for $900 and awagon. Goldsmith named her 
‘Goldsmith Maid,’ and hired Bill Bodine, 
the great horseman, of Middletown, N. Y., 
to handle her. Then she was awful wild,and 
came near killing Bodine sevefal times. It 
used to take four men to hitch her up, and 
she’d bite and kick quicker than lightning. 
This made Goldsmith very sick of his bargain, 
and for a month or two she could have been 
bought very cheap. Finally Bodine conquer- 
ed her, and she soon became very popular. 
It was not long, as you know, before she was 
known -all over the country. Goldsmith 
told me he sold her toa man named Jack- 
man, Of Philadelphia, and Budd Doble for 
$15,000 cash. Aftershe had made her best 
time Doble and Jackman sold her to Henry 
Smith,a New York broker, who still owas 
her, foran even $30,000, which was almost 
one hundred times the figure I sold her for. 
She is now, I believe, on the Fashion Stud 
Farm, near Trenton, which is owned by 
Smith.”’ 

‘*Yes,’’ said the old man, mournfully, 
**I did let afortune slip through my fingers 
when I sold the Maid, but I think I let a big- 
ger one go when [sent her half sister, one of 
the finest and swiftest mares I ever came 
across, to Gen. Kilpatrick while he was in 
Chili. She was a handsome black, fully as 
fast as the Maid and just the reverse of the 
latter in disposition and temper. In those 
dlays there were no railroads in this‘section, 
and when we used to carry our produce and 
do our trading at Newburg, fortv miles away, 
we used to do some tall drving. I’ve fre- 
quently driven eighteen miles to Newton in 
an hour and. a quarter, took tea, fed the 
horse and then drove on to 
Middletown, forty-nine miles further, the 
same evening. I always had fifteen to twenty 
blooded horses and never allowed aman _ to 
pass me on the road. One day my father was 
taken sick, and at 4p.m. I left home, drove 
to Newburg and back, eighty miles, in six 
hours and a half actual driving time. They 
may do it, but somehow I never hear of such 
drives nowadays, and yet they claim blooded 
horses now have greater endurance than they 
used to have. But for allthatI must con- 
fess they’ve got mile heats down fine of late. 
Well, gentlemen, I’m obliged to you for your 
patience, and if you’ll step inside I’ll give you 
a drop of apple-jack made forty years ago,’’ 
and with this remark ended the reminiscences 
of Goldsmith Maid. 


A Japanese Problem.

On opening 
the door of a room only six feet by twelve 
in size, a horrible spectacle met his 
eyes. A number of persons were lying on

Cheap Restaurants. 
New York Letter to Troy Times. 


The chop-houses have had to give way be- 
fore the march of the middle-class restaur- 
ant. There are two classes of the latter—the 
restaurant where a good substantial meal 
may be selected from the bill of fare ata 
cost of seventy-five cents to a dollar, and the 
one where a table d’hote dinner is served on 
| about the same terms. In the former the 

charge for various meats,except what is 
cooked to order, averages about forty cepts. 
For each kind of vegetables, except pota- 
toes, which generally go with the meat, it is 
either ten or fifteen cents. Dessert costs fif- 
teen cents and coffee ten cents. A very good 
dinner can be had at one of these places for 
adollar. The cheaper restaurants, where 
forty or fifty cents will purchasea pretty 
fair mex), are more numerous and equally 
well ,atronized. They areto be found on 
Broadway as wellas in the Bowery and the 
lower part of Chathum street. The third 
giade, where the outlayfor a meal does not 
generaily exceed twenty-five cents, may be 
found all over the city. Mechanics and clerks 
, working on a low salary are their principal 

customers. The best of these places is not 
over-inviting in appearance, and persons not 
accustomed to them need good appetites to 
brace them for the ordeal of taking a meal. 
The best of the table d’hote establishments 
are kept by Frenchmen and Italians. The 
latter pave, in fact, outstripped the former 
in this line of catering. They seem to have a 
special aptitude for it, and they have met 
with very great success. The cost of din- 
ner at the better claas of table d’hote houses 
is one dollar. For this sum, 
four or five courses, with wine, dessert 
and coffee, are given. The wine is ordinary 
table claret, and usurlly the cheapest “in the 
market. Taken as a whole, though, the din- 
ner is pretty good and worth the money. 
Other places furnish a dinner on the same 
pian for seventy-five cents. The quality is 
not quite so good, buta man with a fair ap- 
petite may enjoy it just as well. Others,again, 
set out a table 2’hote for fifty cents, and get 
a pretty large custom too. Then there are 
German restaurants, where a regular dinner, 
consisting of soup, meats, dessert and coffee, 
is also given for fifty cents, and in some cases 
as low as twenty-five cents. In passing 
through German neighborhoods, I have seen 
the sign, **Regular Dinner, 25 cents,’’ set out 
in many places. Outside of Paris, there 
probably is not another country in the world 
where the restaurant business is carried on 
so Jargely and with so much variety as to 
prices as in New York. 


Coinciding With the Verdict. 
From the Troy (N. Y.) Times. 


After tbe jury had. rendered a verdict of 
guilty in the case of Edward Earl, charged 
with the murder of his wife in Hamilton 
county, N. Y., the court addressed the pris- 
oner as follows: ‘*What have you to say why 
the sentence of death -should not be pro- 
nounced upon you?”

I don’t know as I can analyze the feeling so 
as to explain itin an intelligent manner, but 
that has been my feeling. 1 have been @'s- 
graced so that it is a matter of indifference to 
me whatever becomes of me. I have no 
thought of happiness in the future whatever. 
Atthe same time lI believe when aman is 


| compelled to do an act like thatto wipe out 


some disgrace or some injury he has received 
he ought notto survivethe blow; and for. 
that reason I have opposed him [biés counsel | 
anc bave offereatocome tothis court and 
pleaa guilty to the indictment as it is 
on paper, but I was not allowed to. I could 
have saved all this trouble easy enough if 
they would have permitted it. The court— 
Is death noterror to you? The prisoner— 
None whatever. I look upon death as the 
greatest blessing that could overtake me. It 
is life that has been a curse to me for years, 
and death would have been a blessing I 
would have welcomed. I don’t say that be- 
cause I am desperate and reckless or because 
I don’t know what death is. The court— 
After what has been said but little more re- 
mains but to pronounce the sentence which 
the law fixes. The seaotence of the court is, 
that you, Edward Earl, convicted of the 


| crime of murder in the first degree, be taken 


hence to the jail of this county and there be 
keptin close confinement until Friday, the 
14th day of October next, and on that day, 
between the hours of ten in the forenoon and 
two in the afternoon, you be taken thence by 
the Sheriff of this county and hanged by the 
neck until you shall be dead; and may God 
have mercy upon your soul. 


Fighting a Mad Dog. 
Easton (Pa.) Special Dispatch. 

Joseph Eich, ot New Germantown, Hunter- 
don county, N. J., .was in town to-day on 
his way to a pow-wow doctor, Dr. Wilhelm, 
afew miles from here, to have asevere lacera- 
tion of the face cured and the effects of a mad 
dog’s bite destroyed. Kich is a powerful 
man, andtothisis due the preservation of 
hislife. Night before last he was walking 
along a country road near his home, when a 
mad dog, which lay ina ditch, sprang at his 
throat. Kich carried his coat over his shoul- 
der, anc by a fortunate move of his arm and 
the coat warded off the dog’s attack and 
kicked himinto the ditch. The dog sprang 
at Eich again and was kicked off a second 


time. A third time he made the at- 
tack and succeeded in fastening his 
teeth in the man’s cheek and ~»nose. 


At the same time Mr. Eich grappled with the 
dog and, seizing him by the throat, began 
choking bim. The last spring of the animal 
was so terrific that the man was overthrown 
andman and brute rolled over in the dust. 
The dog still held to the cheek and the man 
to the throat, and a terrific struggle ensued. 
The dog was a large hound, heavy and very 
powerful. Mr. Eich’s strength was tried to 
the utmost, but as he knew that if the dog 
was able to attack him again it would in all 
probability be fatal to him, held on to the 
dog’s throat with all his might, and finally 
found the dog’s jawsrelaxing. In a few 
minutes he had choked the animal to death, 
and then flung the carcas, from him. Tothe 
last the dog fought with jaws and feet, and 
the encounter was terrific. Mr.Eich was un- 
able to proceed on his way home for some 
time, so weakened was he bythe struggle. 
He was unable to leave home to have his in- 
juries attended to untilto-day. The dead 
dog was weighed and turned the scales at 70 
pounds.

MYSTERIOUS DARKNESS. 


— 


Meteorological Phenomena in New Eng- 
land—Fogs and Smoke. 
From the New York Sun. 


The stramge darkness at midday, caused by 
a yellow haze filling the sky, which awakened 
surprise and alarm in Boston, Providence, 
Portland, and other Eastern cities on Tues- 
day, is not without parallel in meteorological 
history. Everybodyhas heard ofthe Dark 
Day of 1780, which is sometimes spoken of as 
Black Friday. The year 1780 resembled 1881 
in its wonderful physical phenomena. It 
was a year to drive weather prophets mad, 
and it impressed its memory indelibly upon 
the minds ofthe people. Its freaks culmi- 
nated on May 19, when the light of the sun 
seemed suddenly top fail, and all of New Eng- 
land and portions of New York, Pennsylvania 
and Canada were plunged in mysterious 
gloom. Birds and fowls retired to their 
roosts; dinner was eaten by candle light. 
The air seemed of a brassy color, and there 
was a sulphurous or sooty smell pervading 
it. Very many werein the greatest alarm, 
thinking that the day of judgment had come. 
The Connecticut Legislature was in session 
when the mysterious darkness fell upon the 
face of nature, and the Senate Chamber was 
shrouded in gloom, so that business could 
not be transacted. The general alarm 
spread to the lawmakers, and one of them 
sclemnly moved that the Senate adjourn. 
Col. Abraham Davenport immediately arose 
and opposed the adjournment. His speech, 
though orief, was a remarkable one, and 
it had the effect of restoring composure of 
mind in the assemblage. 

‘*T am against the adjournment. Either 
the day of judgmentis at hand, orit is not. 
lf itis not, there is no cause for adjourn- 
ment. If itis, I wish to be foundin the line 
of my duty. I ask that candles be brought.” 

Nobody who saw that day ever forgot it. 
The New England coast was shrouded in 
darkness, which turned away incoming 
ships. Evidently the phenomenon observed 
on Tuesday was of the same nature as that of 
1780. Such darkenings of the sun’s light 
have been witnessed in various parts of the 
world. In the year 506 the whole Roman 
empire was covered with a reddish shadow, 
caused by astrange hazein theair. In 1785 
allof Europe, most of North America, and 
the western portion of Asia were covered 
with a great dry fog of a pale blue color, 
which dimmed the light of the sun, and 
at times almost extinguishedit. It lasted 
for several weeks, and was accompanied by 
violent electrical storms. It spread alarm 
everyWhere. ‘‘It was,’ says one writer, ‘*a 
time of terror and tumult, and of universal 
excitement.’? In 1831 there was another 
great fog that made the sun look green or 
blue, and tinted all the objects of the land- 
scape with similar hues. 

Sometimes these phenomena are confined 
to comparatively small areas of country. The 
fogs of London are examples. In December, 
1878, London was darkened for a week so 
that traffic bad to be suspended on the 
Thames, street travel became almost impos- 
sible, and many persons lost their lives 
through accidents. A year ago last spring a 
mysterious darkness overspread a portion of 
Minnesota. Tue inhabitants, as in 178), ate 
their dinner by candle light, and allordinary 
occupations were suspended. 

The causes assigned forthese phenomena 
are various. Sometimes they are due to the 
smoke arising from the burning of great for- 
ests or vast peat bogs. Occasionally these 
fogs have been ascribed to the passage of the 
earth through the tail of acomet. In 1861, 
when the earth is supposed to have passed 
through a portion of thetail of the great 
comet of that year, aslight haze was discern- 
ible by day, and at night the airseemed aglow 
with astrange phosphorescence, which in 
some places rendered it possible toread print 
at midnight. The same phosphorescence at 
night was witnessed during the great fogs of 
1783 and 1831. Thecountry within afew hun- 
dred miles of large volcanoes is sometimes 
darkened by matter thrown intothe atmos- 
phere from the craters. At times there seems 
no way to account for such darkenipg of the 
heavens,exe’pt upon the supposition that 
the earth, in its sweep through space, sud- 
denly encounters a mass of attenlated me- 
teoric matter, which spreadsthrough the at- 
mospbere. This does not appear improbahle 
when it is recollected that the earth in revolv- 
ing about the sun does not continue to travel 
in the same path, but, in exnsequence of the 
sun’s own motion, is every year passing 
through new fields ofspace. The sun is car- 
rying his squadron of worlds on a stupen- 
dous voyage through the vast ocean of ether, 
or whatever fills the interstellar spaces. If 
some of these phenomena are really due to 
matter that the earth plows through in her 
marvelous eruvise, we may conclude that 
therein lies another peril to the mad and mer- 
ry crew of our rock-ribbed ship, for some of 
the great dry fogs of history brought epi- 
demics with them. In 1783, especially, men 
and beasts were seriously affected with a 
disease resembling catarrh, that prevailed as 
long as the fog lasted. 


The Pope at Malta. 
From the London Saturday Review. 


When the Pope or his partisans threaten a 
secession from Rome, they for the most part 
propose that he should establish himself at 
Malta, and it is easy to understand the rea- 
sons by which such achoice of residence 
might be recommended. The people of Malta 
are, perhaps, the most unsophisticated of be- 
lievers in Roman Catholic Christendom. 
The language, which is a dialect of Arabic, 
secures them against communication with 
heterodox foreigners, although they are in- 
debted to their present rulers for reducing 
theirspeech forthe first time into writing. 
The island swarms with priests and clerics of 
every degree, andthe pious practices which 
furnish the inhabitants with occupation and 
amusement might, by a hastv observer, be 
easily mistaken for pagan celebrations, The 
clergy,who speak Italian as well as Maltese,en- 
tertain a peculiar devotion to the Holv See, 
and they are unnaturally proud of the privi- 
leges to which their Church is entitled under 
the capitulations by which Malta was annex- 
ed tothe British Empire. That the Roman 
Catholic Church 1s established has never been 
disputed, and the priests have added to its 
legal style the further qualification of “‘dom- 
inant.” The ecclesiastical buildings and 
practices of the English heretics are supposed 
to depend for their existence on a toleration 
which would not be voluntarily accorded. The 
Pope would nevertheless not be a wel- 
come guest. If he were to reside at Malta 
the Englilsh Governor, though he would still 
occupy the Grand Master’s palace, would no 
longer be the highest personage in the island. 
The Roman Catholic clergy would delight in 
ostentatious preference of their allegiance to 


alty to the Crown. The well-meaning popula- 
tion would easily be persuaded to regard as 
sovereign the spiritual potentate, who would 
not on his own account advance any terri- 
torial pretensions. Some years agothey sub- 
mitted to a usurpation which to their simple 
minds must have seemed for more startling 
than the subordination of the State to the 
Church, 


Wellington’s Duel. 
From the London Daily News. 

It is to be hoped that the project of placing 
a stone in Battersea Park or elsewhere to 
commemorate the spot of Lord Wellington’s 
duel with Lord Winchilsea will be abandon- 
ed. Thereis no need to record the follies of 
great men. The Duke of Wellington’s 
splendid career was not free from gross 
blunders of political conduct, and was even 
stained by some of the vices ofhis time. But 
it is well thatthey should be forgotten, ex- 
cept so far as they force themselves upon the 
student of history. There is no need tbat 
his errors should preach the doctrine of hu- 
man infirmity by sermons in stone. We 
have memorials enough of the Duke of Well- 


ington in London. Our streets 
bear his name. (One of the great bridges 
which spans the Thames commemo- 


rates his great victory. Thackeray once told 
a distinguished French visitor te London that 
all the statues which diversify without very 
much adorning our streets—Georges,Jameses 
and Charleses, Queen Annes an ukes of 
York—were so many figures of the Duke of 
Wellington inso many different costumes. 
This, as we know, is not quite the fact. But

SHOOTING AT GUITEAU. 


Cowardly Attempt to Kill the Assas- 
sin of the President. 
Washington Special to Cincinnati Gazette, 12th. 


Another attempt was made to-night to kill 
the assassin Guiteau. It is very probable 
‘that it was an insane freak, but the intention 
of the soldier who fired the shot was, from 
his standpoint, well meant. It seems that for 
some days there had been talk among the sol- 
diers detailed to guard the wretch as to who 
should take a shot at him whenever he pre- 
sented himself at the window of his cell. The 
prisoner’s cell iooks out through another 
window on the outside corridor, and was 
plainly perceptible to the guards who watch- 
ed the eastern side of the jail. The duty of 
firing asbot at Guiteau, it appears, fell to 
the lot of Sergeant Jobn A. Mason,of Compa- 
ny B, Second Artillery, and he prepared for 
it when he was ordered with other soldiers 
to leave the arsenal to go to the jail and per- 
form guard duty. The wagon loads of sol- 
diers left the arsena). Sergeant Mason was 
inthe last wagon. He was noticed by some 
of his companions to fumble with the lock of 
his rifle and act strangely, but nothing was 
said. as the Sergeant had been drinking dur- 
ing the dav, and none in the wagon were 
aware of the duty he had been called on 
to fulfill, and whenthe wagon drew up to 


the rear of the jail Mason was 
the first to alight. He pushed hurriedly 
through a group of several persons 


standing around and reaching a small hillock 
about three feet from where the horses stood, 
he brought his rifle to his shoulder, took a 
steady aim atthe well-known window of Gui- 
teau opposite, shouted, ‘*‘There heis!’’ and 
tired. The report of the rifle attracted atten- 
tion, and before the smoke had cleared awav 
twenty soldiers had collected around Mason, 
and Private Davis said: ty 

‘‘In heaven’s name, man, why did you 
shoot?” 

‘‘T wanted to kill that wretch in there,’’ 
was the answer. ‘I have been on this thing 
for ten days, and I hopel have done the 
work in good style.”’ 

Mason then walked toward his command- 
ing officer, Capt. MeGilvary, saying, ‘**Cap- 
tain, I have endeavored to kill that dirty 
loafer in there. Here is my gun and bayonet, 
sir! run roe in.” 

Capt. MeGilvary was astonished. He had 
heard the shot and witnessed the excitement, 
but had not dreamed of the intentions of 
Mason. But when tbe latter came farward 
and made his acknowledgment, he recognized 
that something serious had occurred, and 
turned Mason over to the custody of two 
soidiers. About that time all was excitement 
and confusion. Prisoners who could look 
out of their windows and had been aroused 
began to scream and shout, and on the inside 


of the jail a seene of the 
greatest excitement prevailed. War- 
den Crocker and Deputy Rusk, with 


several guards off duty, who were conversing 
in the office of the jail,sprang to their feet 
when the report of the rifle rang through 
the corridor, and naturally believing what it 
meant, ran towards Guiteaw’s cell. They 
found the latter on his knees, an expression 
of terror on his face. ‘‘Great God,’’ he ex- 
claimed, when Gen. Crocker tooked into his 
cell, ‘what do these men mean anyway? Do 
they mean to murder me?’’ 

“Why, no; whatare you talking about?’ 
answered Gen. Crocker, who bad not learned 
what the trouble was. 

“Well, just this,’’?’ answered Guiteau: “I 
have been shot at again. I was standing at 
my window just now, when a shot was fired 
by one of those soldiers outside, and the bul- 
let passed my ear and went through my coat 
hanging up there on the wall, cutting in 
pieces the photo of my old mother.” 

“Pid it strike you at all?’ asked Crocker. 

‘“*‘No. But, my God, it frightened me nearly 
to death.” 

*T will go out and find out about it,” said 
Crocker, and he proceeded by the back door 
to investigate. He found ascene of confusion 
as he descended and learned why Mason had 
shot, and a brief consultation was held, dur- 
ing which it was agreed to inform Guiteau 
that the shooting was accidental. Gen. 
Crocker went back to Guiteau’s cell with the 
message. Guiteau was as- pale as a ghost 
when he approached the cell.. He found 
Guiteau leaning against the bars, peering out 
anxiously. 

“Ah, General,” he said, when the Warden 
returned, ‘‘what have you learmed?” 

“This,” said Crocker, ‘‘that you have not 
been shot at at all. One of the soldiers, upon 
alighting from the -wagon,. discharged his 
weapon by accident, and I suppose it was 
the ball that entered your cell. Don’t think 
fora moment, old fellow, that any one shot 
at you.’’ 

Guiteau took the explanation quietly, but, 
as Gen. Crocker said afterward, there was a 
suspicious look in his eyes, and he fell back 
from his door and took a seat upon his cot, 
as though he was thinking. 


Telegraphing From. Long Branch. 
From a Letter tothe Philadelphia Times. 


On the arrival here there was quite a panic 
on “the row,” which is a generic term in 
Washington, because of the meager tele- 
graphic facilities. The Western Union Tele- 
graph Company brought up eight tirst-class 
operators from the Washington oftice, and 
had their quadruplex instruments sent over 
from New York. Two were here already. 
Each quadruplex instrument is the same as 
four wires. The company shifted their six 
wires and batteries from their oftice at the 
pier, where they continued six operators, to 
the West End. This gave them sixteen wires 
out of the six. The manager says they are 
good for 150,000 words a nightif the wires 
are in constant use. Tuesday. night, how- 


ever, ‘‘the row” found the West End 
instruments not vet in place at 
7 oO’clock. As their maatter would be 


filed late the prospect of 100,000 to 150,000 
worcs filed up at 10 or 11 o’clock was 
an appailing one. Two of the correspond- 
ents sent their eariy matter to New York to 
be filed there, but they were unfortunate in 
choice of messenger, who got drunk and 
brought the matter baek with him. An- 
other, Gen. Boynton, I believe, had his tele- 
graphed to Washingten and put on the Ga- 
zette’s private wire, but the wire broke down 
and a portion cf that enterprise miscarried. 
The rest took their ehances here, with more 
or less mishap on late dispatches. Had the 
President succumbed to his journey here on 
Tuesday there would have been twice as 
much matter filed as could have been sent 
before 2 o’cloeck inthe morning. Asit was, 
there was a good deal of tall swearing by 
wire and sub rosa on last Wednesday. Since 
that time the improvement in the President's 
condition has been such as to promote an 
improvement of temper all aroued.

SCOURGED MICHIGAN. 


Scenes in the Burnt District—What a 
Forest Fire Is. 
Sand Beach (Mich.) Special to Chteago Times, 


py people of the northern peninsula. A week 
ugo the scores of little white churches that 
dotted the prosperous section were thronged 
by hopeful worshippers, whose supplications 
were burdened with little of sorrow, but 
were overflowing with devout thanks to the 
Great Giver for His bounteous remembrance 
in the shape of good crops aud unusual 
health. To-day these same people, scattered 
and honieless, and bowed with woe, are sit- 
ting about the sites of their burned home- 
steads and lingering near the ruins of their 
smoldering shrines, sorrowfully pondering 
on the awful uncertainty of human affairs 


and perhaps doubting the kindness and 
sympathy of which they have heard 
so much each Sundav from their 
earthly shepherds. In the few 


churches remaining in the towns and country 
services were held, but a deeper solemnity 
marked the prayers and sermons than for the 
past ten years. In some of the churches fu- 
neral sermons over the dead, who of necessity 
were hastily buried, were spoken, and scores 
of people in and out of the churches were in 
deepest mourning. Many ofthe inhabitants 
witb anguish recall the experiences of ten 
years ago, but none have witny, ed a Sunday 
of such appalling solemnity, ind the prayer 
of all is that they may never see the like again. 
This morning the 7imes correspondent made 
the journey to Port Hope, a thriving town 
eight miles north of this place, and a tour of 
the desolated district north and west of the 
town. The fiery visitation was found to have 
been similar to that related of other sections 
of Huron and Sanilac counties, 
but with the exception of Paris township, 
Huron county, nowhere is the death-list so 
iarge. It was observed, also, that the fire cut 
a wider swath from a point about four miles 
southwest of Port Hope to the lake shore. 
The standing dead timber and tbe poplar 
growth were quite thick, and, all being ex- 
tremely dry, burned like tinder. Scarcely 
anything is leftinits path. Occasionally a 
house, barn, or straw-stack Was found un- 
scathed, but the devastation is almost com- 
plete. Hundreds of cattle were stricken 
down, and on a)! sides of the State road lead- 
ing to Port Hope the decaying carcasses of 
cattle, sheep and hogs were emitting stifling 


odors under the rays of the bright 
sun, AS yet the people had 
not time to bury them. They 


must be removed soon orthey will breed dis- 
ease and death that will add to the horrors of 
the holocaust. Here and there a farm-house 
and barn were found overcrowded with 
people whose heuses had been burned, and 
many of them were short of provisions and 
clothing. Atone house three persons who 
had been badly burned were found. They 
were lying uponthe fleor, there being but 
one bed in the howse, aud that occupied by a 
man and woman stricken with fever. An 
effort to construct a couch of rude boards 
was being made by a man outside the house. 
None of the five had received medical atten- 
tion. , 

Not far from Sand Beach a younz man 
named Hozin was eneountered. e said that 
oh the day of the fire he took his aged mothb- 
er from her bed, on whieh she had veen lying 
ill for some days, and earried her as far as he 
could before he was overcome by the heat. 
He laid her down and e:awled some distance 
along the road. He was saved, but his moth- 
er’s charred remains were found where he 
had left her. Had he earried her half-a-dozen 
rods furtber, she too would have escaped. 
One instance of surprising lack of even brute 
affection was related asufferer. A boy,13 
years of age,who was lying ill of a fever, was 
almost insensible when the fire approached. 
His mother,.two:sisters and brother hur- 
riedly bade him good-by and ran from the 
house. Fortunately for the lad_ the 
house did not burn, and he is retovering. 
Mrs. R. Waae,. of Rubicon township, not 
far from Port Hope, was found leaning 
against acharred tree, having diedin the 
throes of child-birth. Numerous instances 
of eqifal horror and others of narrow escapes 
were heard inthe neighborhood. At Port 
Hope but very little has been done forthe 
sufferers except by the people of the imme- 
diate neighborhood, many of whom have sus- 
tained heavy loss. The principal sufferer in 
the town is W. R. Stafford, whose loss will 
reach $30,000. His mill, three thousand bar- 
rels of salt, dock, and four hundred tons of 
hay were swept away. Some other parties 
lost afew tons of hay. The reports that have 
been sent out regarding the total destruction 
of the town are false. They have been caring 
for overtwo hundred people, Sut the num- 
ber is now less. They arein great need of 
provisions and honsebold furniture of all 
kinds, also lumber. They have enough 
clothes. What they need is shelter and house- 
keeping utensils.

the day after. ‘The meeting referred to is the 
appual convention of the Underwriters’ As- 
sociation of the Northwest, which will begin 
ut 10 o’clock to-morrow morning ip the 
Grand Pacific Hotel. One hundred and 
fifty-five promiment insurance companies, 
nearly all of whieh do business here, ace em- 
braced in this association, and will 
be = represerted by their presidents, 
secretaries, special agents and field men. Lt 
is expected that there will be an atten- 
dance of between 400 and 500 at the con- 
vention. 

‘‘One of the most important matters for 
corsideration that wiil come before the 
body,’ said the manager, “tis the subject of 
insurance in St. Lonis. ‘This city has given 
the companies a great deal of trouble, and an 
effort will be made right away to bring about 
a better condition of things.*’ 

“What will they have to say about St. 
Louis?” 

“Well, the lowness of rates and the general 
demoralization of tbe iusurance business 
here will be considered, and of course the 
inefliciency of your Fire Department.” 

“Whatdo you meany by the. demoraiiza- 
tion ofthe business?’’ 

“Well, your merchants here do not insure 
us heavily as the business men of Chicago, If 
a Chicago man has got $100,000 worth of 
preperty be will carry at least $80,000 Insur- 
ance.

SHELLEY’S JANE. 


Still Alive at 83—Where and How She 
Lives. 
From a Letter to the London Spectator, 


In several of the late notices of E. J. Tre- 
lawny it was assumed that he was the last of 
the group of friends who were the compan- 
ions of Shelley and Byron at Pisa and Spez- 
ziain 1821-2. This is not the case. I have 
this day seen Shelley’s Jane, to whom those 
exquisite poems of brs last vear, ‘‘The Recol- 
lection’ and ‘‘Jane with a Guitar,” were ad- 
dressed. It may interest your readers to hear 
how this came about, and the little story is 
characteristic of the good side of Trelawny. 

In 1832, at a small supper party in Charles- 
ton, 8.C., the host made the remark that 
there had been no battle of any importance 
since Waterloo, A young Northerner, who 
happened to be present, ventured modestly 
to question whether Navarino might not 
count forsomething hereafter in the world’s 
history. Theconversation turned on other 
topics, and the party broke up, but as he was 
quitting the house, the young man felt an 
iron grip on his shoulder, and turning, was 
confronted by one of the guests, who said: 
‘*You spoke well just now. You were right 
about Navarino. [am Trelawny: come and 
dine with me to-morrow.’’ The invitation 
was accepted, andthe meeting was the com- 
mencement of a friendship which lasted till 
Trelawny’s death. Their correspondence 
was kept up sedulously, and the last 
time the friends met was at Trelawny’s 
house, in Pelham Crescent, Brompton, in the 
summer of 1880. While they were together, 
a carriage drove up, and presently the ser- 
vant announced, “*Mrs. Hogg,” and Tre- 
lawny, rising to meet her, said: **This is 
Shelley’s ‘Jane.’ ’”’? Anold lady entered, tall, 
upright, fair, with aquiline features, and 
clear, bright blue eyes. Trelawny met her 
with both hands, and she inturn kissed him, 
and for perhaps half a minutethey looked at 
‘ach Otberinsilence. She was already 82, 
and he 88 and much broken, but his memory 
clear and vivid, while hers was evidently 
weak, her words, as they spoke of o!d times, 
coming slowly and feebly, likethe last notes 
ofa musical box that hasall but run down, 
the sounds still given, but the thelody almost 
tied. Trelawny introduced hiS friend to her 
with the whispered caution, *‘Speak low and 
slow.” On leaving, she invited him to visit 
her, promising to show him the only authen- 
tic portrait of Shelley in existence, painted 
by Clent and engraved as frontispiece to the 
last edition of Trelawny’s ‘**Reminiscences.”’ 
He accepted the invitation, and, findinggfst 
she was Dieased thatthe picture should be 
seen by aa personinterested in such mat- 
ters, kindly gave me the introduction of 
which I have just availed myself. 

The visit was deeply interesting. The house 
in which the last of Shelley’s friends 1s living 
is a small retired villain a northern suburb, 
standing in a garden, with tiny grass-plot and 
flower-beds, shaded in front by stunted trees. 
A curious air of seclusion and antiquity hangs 
round the place. The portrait hangs in the 
library, by itself. It is of life-size, of mod- 
erate merit, perhaps, asa painting, but the 
fine forehead, large, thoughtful eyes, delicate 
mouth, and sad, yearning expression of the 
whole face seem to a Trelawny’s saving 
that there 1s the man as he wasin those last 
days in 1822. In the parlor hang two other 
portraits of the same date, asmall, vigorous 
sketch of Trelawny, and a life-size oil-paint- 
ing of Mrs. Hogg herself, a beautiful woman 
in the prime of life, the features still traceable 
in the courteous and venerable mistress of the 
house. There, too, is the guitar which Shel- 
ley bought at Pisa and presented to her, with 
the verses to Jane—henging there, mute now 
for years, and with broken strings, but the 
cause of melody which will still echo through 
many generations. 

There is also an interesting portrait of Capt. 
Williams, her first husband, who was drown- 
ed with Shelley,in the boat which the friend 
had insisted on building on lines laid down 
by themselves, in spite of Capt. Robert’s re- 
monstrances. It was not till many years later 
that bis widow married Mr. Hogg, Shelley’s 
first and most intimate friend, who had left 
Oxford in disgust when the author of “‘Queen 
Mab’ was expelled, with all the contumely }
